; million gallons in 
1949, while this year the 
annual rate of exports has 
incrensed to nearly 12 
million gallons.

{hat Britain hag been back on 
full production of Scotch whisky. 
None of the new waisicy ts 
being experte| yet, however, 03 
according to Hritish law it must 
be at least three years old 
before it can be cold; The 
aveniye age of the whisky used 
in Scotch blends is actually 
about cight to 10 years old. 

Scotch whisky exporters ‘could 
rell much more whlisity to the 
world than they do, but the 
Scotch Whisky Association 
persistently refuses to increase 
sales at the expense of quality 
or age.

F you take the train 

from _ London and 

travel through Britain's 
richest wheat growing area 
of Enst Anglia ydu © arrive 
in two and a/half hours at 
Norwich. There in that 
capital city of the County of 
Norfolk, with a recorded 
history of 1,000 years, you 
find a. Hving example of 
what can be achieved by a 
sturdy, independent and 
adaptable people. 

Norwich was a great city in 
the 14th century, Her wealth 
and prosperity were founded by 
her merchants and skliiled 
craftsmen. Goldsmiths and 
siiversmiths, wenvers of woollen 
and silken stuffs, wood carvers 
and fron workers flourished. 

In the reign of Queen Ellza~- 
beth, in the 16th century, Nor- 
wich became the third clty in 
the kinpgdorm nnd prospered un- 
til the industrial revolution of 
fhe 10th century brought the 
golden age of craftsmanship to 
a clore. But Norwich, too, had 
a revoluiion of her own. Her 
people learned new trades, , ac- 
quired new skills, Today, with 
120,000 inhabitants, she has 
again achieved Industriol great- 
ness as one of the centres of 
Dbritain’'s boot and shoe industry 
--in the midst of an almost 
wholly agricullurnt county, 


Festival Contre 


Thousands of people, from 
many parts of the world, will 
visit Norwich for the first time 
next year, for the city has been 
chosen as one of the provincial 
centres for the. Festival of Bri- 
fain, 1951, and will hold its own 
festival from Junc 18 to 30. It 
will he typical of a clty where 
you meet yesterday at every 
street corner. 

Headquarters of the festival 
will be the = Assembly Rooms, 
ene of the Anest examples of 
16th century domestic orchitec- 
ture In Britnin, which have 
just been redecorated to cquip 
then as a communal centre for 
Norwich citizens for all time. 
For sheer beauty of workman- 
thip they probably surpass any- 
thing of the kind In England. 
They are the most recent ex- 
pression of that spiril of locn! 
patriotism which has guided the 
cily’s development as much in 
the cultural os the industrial 
feld, 

1 know of nu city with so 
many kinds of museums or more 
churches to the square = mile. 
Within its boundaries nre a fine 
Norman cathedral and 34 medie- 
val churches, each of them with 
romething distinctive to enjoy. 
Many of the city's great fune- 
tlons are held In what ts known 
as St. Andrew's Hall which, 
centuries asso, was the nave of 
the church of the Dominicans, 
The church of St. Peter Hun- 
rate, built im 1460, and now re- 
dandant, has been turned into 
on ecclesins tical museum, Many 
of the ancient churchyards have 
licen Inid out as pardens to pro- 
vide vase, of colour and qulet- 
hess In the srrey, winding: streets 
of the elty. 


Strangers’ Hall 


1 Imagine that at some time 
the elty fat ors sat down and 
look stock o1 the position. They 
probably said: “Well, here are 
wo with some of the finest hts- 
torlenl buildings in Britain, How 
tre we to use them to the best 
advantage?"” They made n decl- 
tion, and the = results are se 
satisfying that one wonders 
why other cities have not fol- 
lowed suit. Nowhere Is this 
holicy seen better expressed 
than {n the = quaintly named 
“Strangers? Hall,” the mansion 
cf a medieval merchant which 
has been transformed Into a 
folk muscurn. Once you cross 
the litle flagged courtyard and 
step into the banqueting hal! 
you can see, in room after room, 
how the Engilsh-and notably 
the Norfolk folk—have lived 
through the centuries. 

There are tho beds they slept 
in, the chairs they sat in, the 
momes they played, the clothes 
they wore, the dishes they uscd, 
the kitchen utensils, the linen 
presses, the bed warmers. ‘The 
Tudor Roorn hans {ts stone floor 
strewn with rushes and looks 
probably much og It did when 
one Nicholas Sotherton, Mayor 
of Norwich, lived in the’ house 
tn 1639, One of the many 
curlous collections.in the house 
is 60 or .70 earthenware and

For 500 years 
the castle was used as o county 
gaol and today you can atill see 
reratchings on the walls of the 
dungeons, dcep beneath, which 
bear witness to the prisoners 
kept there, 

Along one side of the market 
place runs the new city hall, 
on outstanding example of 
modern functional architecture. 
Beside it, in sharp contrast,

building In Mint, the Guildholl, 
from which for 500 years fhe 
elly was poverned.

. Local Museum 


The same, distinctive flint 
construction is seen Jn the 
Bridewell—the home of the first 
mnyor of Norwich {n 1403 — 
which Is now a museum of local 
Industries and contains a re~ 
minder that wire netting was 
Invented and first manufactured 
im the elty. 7 

But the glories of Norwich 
tre not only archifecturol. If 
you walle through the Madder- 
market (the street in | which 
madder used to be sold for 
cycinst) you come across what 
appears to be na typical Eliza- 
hethan black and white build- 
ing. Tt is the home of the Nor- 
wich Players who have made 
the Maddermarket — Theatre 
fnnous throughout Britain, and 
second, perhaps, only to the 
Old Vie. This theatre, a replica 
ofan 16th century playhouse, is 
largely the achievement of one 
man, More than 30 years ngo 
Nurent Monek enrne to Norwich 
after on unspectacular career as 
tn actor. He bought the bulld- 
ing, used his small savings to 
adapt it, ond month after 
month bas put on productions 
which have made no pfreat pro- 
Mts (the Theatre seats only 250) 
but have set new standards of 
theatrical achievement. 


Anonymous Actors 
Now, ot the age of 74, Nugent 
Monck is preparing two special 
troductions for next year's fes- 
tlyal — doth Shakespearean. 
They are “Pericles, Prince of 
yre" and “The Taming of the 
frew."" The actors will, as 
they have done for the last 30 
years, remain anonymous.
